NOTES  ON  THE  1790  CENSUS. 


1.  The  first  Federal  Census  of  the  entire  United  States  was  taken  in  1790. 
The  first  complete  enumeration  in  England  and  in  France  was  made  in  1301. 

2.  The  1790  enumeration  was  to  start  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  (2  Aug 
1790)  and  be  completed  within  9  months.  Later,  the  Vermont _ enumeration 
period  was  changed  to  the  5  months  following  the  1st  Monday  in  April  a 791. 
Every  person  whode  usual  place  of  abode  was  in  any  family  on  the  aforesaid 
1st  Monday  in  August  was  to  be  returned  in  such  family;  any  person  w\th  no 
usual  place  of  abode  was  to  be  listed  in  the  district  where  he  was  on  the 
1st  Monday  in  August;  temporary  absentees  were  to  ^e  enumerated  where  they 
usually  resided.  It  is  probable  that  in  all  States  except  Vermont  and 
South  Carolina  the  enumeration  was  completed  within  the  specified  9  months. 

5*  Enumerators  were  paid  ■'‘Jl.OO  for  every  ^>00  persons  listed  in  towns  of 
more  than  5000  persons,  (i>1.00  for  every  150  persons  in  country  districts, 
and  il.00  for  not  fewer  than  50  persons  in  special,  sparsely  settled  dis¬ 
tricts.  In  addition,  they  received  $4.00  for  posting,  at  two  places  in 
their  districts,  correct  copies  of  their  schedules,  showing  the  number  of 
inhabitants  within  their  districts.  Enumerators  furnished  their  own  paper, 
hence  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  original  schedules. 

4.  The  1790  schedules  of  some  States  are  missing,  but  the  returns  for 
those  States  in  which  Bunkers  hove  been  found  are  said  to  be  complete. 

5.  The  original  schedules  were  arranged,  paginated,  and  indexed  by  the 
Department  or  the  Interior  in  1397-  In  some  schedules  the  names  are  list¬ 
ed  alphabetically,  showing  that  they  were  made  up  from  preliminary  field 
notes;  others  seem  to  be  arranged  in  the  order  in  which  the  persons  were 
found,  and  hence  furnish  evidence  as  to  propinquity  of  families.  New/ Eng¬ 
land  returns  are  arranged  by  towns  (except  in  New  London  County,  Conti.); 

New  York  returns  are  usually  by  townships  under  each  county;  the  returns  for 
the  Southern  States  are  by  counties  only. 

6.  The  original  schedules  for  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  and 
Connecticut  are  now  bound  together  in  one  volume  for  each  State.  The  re¬ 
cords  of  all  States  have  been  issued  in  printed  form  (now  out  of  print)  and 
the  page  numbers  herein  refer  to  pages  in  the  printed  edition,  in  which 
each  State  is  represented  by  a  separate  volume. 

7*  It  has  been  estimated  that  250,000  persons  immigrated  into  the  United 
States  from  1790  to  1320,  and  2,455,315  more  came  in  from  1821  to  1350. 

3.  Of  the  free  white  females  listed  in  the  1790  census,  the  following  per¬ 
centages  have  been  calculated  to  have  been  l6yrs  or  cider;-  Maine  49%,  New 
Hampshire  52%,  Vermont  46%,  Massachusetts  56.7%,  Connecticut  5 6.5%,  New  York 
49  5%.  The  average  for  the  whole  census  is  51-7;  that  is,  of  all  listed 
females,  approximately  cne-half  were  under  16.  In  New  England,  the  family 
averaged  5.7  members,  2.~f  of  whom  were  under  16. 

9.  This  census  enumerates  27,557  different  surnames.  It  lists  100  fami¬ 
lies  named  Bunker  (or  Bonker) ,  comprising  430  persons.  Of  these,  2  fami¬ 
lies  in  New  Hampshire  were  actually  named  BOWKER  (See  N.H.  sheet),  and  two 
in  Massachusetts  were  probably  named  BOUKER  (Modern  BOOKER)  us  explained  on 
the  Mass,  sheet.  In  New  York,  13  families,  as  shown  on  the  N.Y.  sheet,  were 
named  BONKER.  With  these  corrections,  the  distribution  of  BUNKER  families

"Town  1  Range  5"  and  Town  1,  Range  7  probably  refer  to  towns  in  the  Bing 
ham  Purchase;  the  former  is  now,  probably,  Glenburn  Township  (near  Orono  and 
Bangor)  and  the  latter  probably  corresponds  to  the  present  Maxfield.  Stephen 
and  Thomas  were  probably  neighbors;  next  to  Thomas  lived  one  Henry  Clapp  (poe 
sibly  of  collateral  line) 

Schedules  for  Penobscot  County  were  completed  before  21  Jan  1821. 
Somerset  County: - 

"North  Hill",  just  north  of  Athens,  was  incorporated  11  May  1816;  its 
name  was  changed  29  Jan  1827  and  is  now  Brighton  Plantation. 

The  entry  of  "l  engaged  in  commerce"  opposite  the  name  of  Francis  of 
Athens  is  a  clerical  error  in  the  original,  for  Francis  is  knovm  to  have  been 
a  farmer.

2.  Darias  of  Thomaston  is  listed  as  a  Revolutionary  pensioner,  aged  76.  He 
evidently  lived  next  door  to  Benjamin. 

5-  Rufus  K.  of  Roxbury:-  The  entry  "7"  is  clear  in  the  original,  but  must 
be  erroneous,  for  the  total  members  in  the  family  i6  entered  as  "6"  thus 
indicating  that  the  7  should  be  a  1.  However,  the  vertical  totals  of  the  col¬ 
umns  on  the  original  page  indicate  that  this  7  should  be  a  2!  This  household 
included  one  Benjamin  Lufkin,  aged  73>  a  Revolutionary  pensioner. 

4.  Probably  the  Jeremiah  Jr.  shown  in  Gouldsborough  was  M122*,  and  the  male 
of  60-69  yrs  shown  in  this  family  was  Jeremiah  Sr.  ,  M12. 

5.  As  a  general  rule,  the  volumes  of  this  census  are  not  paginated.  The 

Census  authorities  claim  that  the  records  of  this  census  of  Maine  are  com¬ 
plete.  At  present  (19J1)  the  schedules  are  bound  into  volumes  according  to 
the  table  below,  which  also  shows  the  number  of  Bunker  items  found  in  each  coun¬ 
ty.
